The voteless masses of the 
District of Columbia won a 
major victory when their 
presidentiall appointed "'re- 
presentatives"-- The National 
Capital Planning Commission 
and the D.C. City Council -- 
voted overwhelmingly to elim- 
inate the Interstate Projects, 
Three Sister's Bridge, and 
the North Central Freeway 
from the city's highway pro- 
gram, despite Congressional 
threats towithhold subway funds 
until these and other road pro- 
jects were started. The NCP? 
and Council actions came af-

Spokesmen for the militan- 
tly anti-freeway Emergency 
Committee for the Transpor- 
tation Crisis joined City Coun- 
cil Chairman John Hechinger 
in calling the NCPC actiona 
"landmark decision", noting 
that only once before had any 
local body rejcteted outright 
Interstate Highway money 
(under which 90% of the finan- 


cing is paid by the Federal Gov- 


ernment). The commission's 
statement cited the need to 
carefully control the automobile 
to insure that "its numbers are 
not to seriously damage urban 


America". 

However, Federal Highway 
Administrator Lowell Bridge- 
well has called the NCPC plan 
unsatisfactory and unworkable 
and contrary to Federal law 
passed earlier this year re- 
quiring immediate construction 
of the Three Sister's Bridge 
and other projects. This raises 
the possibility of a showdown 
with the 9lst Congress over 
appropriations for both the high- 
way program and the subway. 

ECTC spokesman R.H. Book- 
er has repeatedly stated that his 
grpup is ready for such a fight

and that no white man's free- 
ways will be built through black 
man's neighborhoods. 

The key to replacement of the 
freeways with a balanced rapid 
transit system rests ultimately 
with the suburban voters, ac- 
cording to Sammie Abbott, ECTC 
TC publicity chairman. They 
must accept that they cannot 
have these roads and they will 
have to fight Natcher (of the 
House District Appropriations 
sub- committee) to release the 
subway funds. Votes for sub- 
way bonds last month indicated 
they may be willing to do so, 


ter a series of public hearings 
where Distrcit citizens had 
voiced strong opposition to 
any freewav building, citing 
displacement of families and 
businesses, high costs, air 
pollution, traffic congestion, 
weakening of the subwey sys- 
tem, and rascism, as reasons 
against these suburbia orien- 
ted projects.

An 
example of this "Objective" 
reporting appeared in the 
Wash. Post Dec. 6. The Post 
reported that the House Com- 
mmitee on Un-American 
Activities has scheduled Jerry 
Rubin to be heard in a closed 
session because "it did not 
want to prejudice his Chicago 
trial on charges growing out 
of the clashes with police." 
Quite true. That's what the 
Committee said. No reporting 
could be more "objective" than 
that. The Underground press 
on the other hand would have 
“editorialized" by adding that 
in October the same Committee 
heard hours of testimony from 
law-enforcement officials in 
open session directly and 
“specifically relating to Rubin's 
actions in Chicago. This was 
pointed out by Rubin often and 
loudly but the Post chose to 
ignore it.

Larry Eliot, the under- 
cover District policeman who 
arrested over twenty persons 
in the DuPont Circle area 
earlier this month, this week 
busted approximately ten per- 
sons in Wilson High School for 
drug traffic. 


Larry, who appeared 
around the high school in 
early November, posed as an 
interested customer for drugs, 
and made inroads in the 
school's drug- using population 
to obtain his information. 


Eliot not only solicited 
drugs openly in the school 
building, but was a frequent 
visitor in the homes of several 


of the young girls, and obtained 


information by taking the girls 
out on dates. 


One mother of a Wilson 
High girl called the Washington 
Free Press and stated that 
Larry had been to her home. 
She recognized him from the 
description appearing in the 


last issue of theWFP, (#45) and 


Stated that this is wnat tipped 
off most of the students. 


By then it was too late. 
Although no one at Wilson asso- 
ciated with Larry since the 
WFP article was printed, 
Larry had the ten or so stu- 
dents arrested from their con- 
duct during November. 


Seven students were 
taken out of the school in hand- 
cuffs and taken to the police 
precinct. Arrests were made 


on students who had sold mari- 
jyana to Larry, after he soli- 


cited it from them; for smoking

When confronted -by the 
description in the Free Press 
as resembling him, Larry told 
one girl, "The Free Press is 
a Communist inspired and run 
newspaper, and you mustn't 
believe anything in it.'' She 
then offered to take Larry 
down to the Free Press office 
to see if he would be identified 
or not as the narcotic agent, 
but he turned down her offer.

Last Friday, Dec. 6, 
Airman Gilbert Sierra was 
given a General (under Hon- 
orable) Discharge by Briga- 
dier General R. A. Knobloch, 
the base commander at And- 
rews AFB, Maryland, on the 
grounds of "'apathetic and de- 
fective attitude’. Sierra has 
been a G.I. rights activist 
and founded the Servicemen's 
Peace and Freedon League. 

Sierra's first overt or- 

ganizing act which brought th2 
pressure of the military brass 
was a handbill he and a few 
other airmen passed out at 
Andrews last October that 
advertised the League, quot- 
ing liberally from the U.S. 
Constitution and other Ameri- 
can documents and expressing

Sierfa_was never charged 
with any offense related to 
these activities, although it is 
known that Air Force legal 
teams worked overtime trying 
to find seditious or illegal 
statements or actions. The 
trouble was that Sierra had done 
NOTHING ILLEGAL according 
to the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. This fact, known all 
over the base, has had a strong 
impact on other GI's who were 
certain Gil would be locked up 
forever. 

Finally, in desperation, 
the order came down to hang 
SOME charge on Gil that would 
enable his discharge at all 
costs. He was becoming 
dangerous symbol of defiance 
of illegitimate authority. So 

he was called dow. for over- 
sleeping four times for 5-10 
minutes each during October, 
which cost him one stripe and 
a restriction to base. The 
next day Gil and a buddy 
walked off base to get some 
milk and doughnuts; upon re- 
turning they were surrounded 
by five carloads of Air Police 
who met them with drawn guns.

Letter One 
Midnight 
Dear Joel, Washington DC 

Yesterday I thought for sure the trip was 
cancelled, Today it's :n again. I doubt very 
much, though, that we will ever reach Cuba. 
At least I'll be able to turn in a first-hand, 
human interest report on life in a Mexican 
prison. 

In the pas! two weeks a group of Panthers 
and a seperate group of Lawyer's Guild folk, 
both on their way to Cuba, ws": arrested by 
Mexican authorities, held 72 hours incommu- 
nicado and then escorted to airplanes heading 
for the States. People from the West Coast 
landed in Wichita and vice versa. With any 
luck, I will realize my lifelong dream to 
visit Helena, Montana. 

We expect, you see, the same treatment. 
We'll be arriving in Mexico City the day he- 
fore a massive students' and workers' march. 
Something like 50 people have already been 
kitled. However, the wurd from the Cuban 
folks in New York 1s, ''We'il do our best but 

you go at your own risk'"' --so we have decided 


to trv it. 
There will be 37 of us going, frum all over 


the country, plus Chevara L:ynn Orrin, Sue 
Orrin's five- month-old daughter. Too large 
a group. Everyone laughs when I tell them 
I'm going with 37 other people and taunt*me 


with panoramas of flower-shirted American 
tourists. 'And there's mother in front of the 
Grand Coulie Dam!" Hopefully, probably, 
we'll travel around in small groups. 

Cuba. Rick Margolies, another member 
of the S Street co-op, asks: ''Why are you 
people so interested in Cuba and not Yugo- 
slavia?"" He asks this pointedly and means- 
oh, you people (me) are entranced by the 
romance of revolution, by Che, by the Guer- 
rillas--but you're not really scrious, because 
if you were, you'd stuiy Yugoslavia's tech- 
nological decentralization. Yugoslavia, he 
says, is much more similar to the US than 
Cuba is. 

He's right, [ suppose. I grant him immedi- 
ately the accusation that many SDS peopl ire 
too "entranced" by violence, the revolutionary 
stance, the moutaing of slogans, th2 vgo- 
trip of it all. I zive in to it sometimes my- 
self, though I'm aw-re of the stance and try 
to avoid it, avoid believing it. But then, you 
might say, this is one of the questions I am 
asking of the trip, of Ciba: What does the 
third world, realistically, mean to me? Since 
I'm no about to become a mountian fighter 
or even an urban guerrilla (at least not for 
the next few years), what is the meaning of 
Che or Debra, or any of it, for me? 

But I haven't answered Rick's question. 
For one thing, Cuba is the only socialist 
county nearby. Yugoslavia is far awsy and 
expensive to visit, If you are interested in 
what socialism /communism is like and don't 
have much money -- see Cuba, Second there 
is the romance of a new revolution -- a 
revolution which was possible and then suc- 
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ceeded, Where people are mentally and 
spiritually recreating themselves in their 
own image. Third, I do not think that a 
revolution in the USA could use Cuba as a 
mode] -- so I'm not looking for that -- for 
a model for North America. I am lonking 
for the mental changes, U suppose, the per- 
sonal changes people have undergone -- if I 
can find in a month. 
It's 2 question and it seems important to 

me. I dont know how many people think this 
way. Few, I would imagine, But Ihav2 


never talked it oul with anyone sn I dont know. 

It might also be that the community which 
comprises the Movement is the only real com- 
munity I will ever know, here in frazmented 
Ainerica. And if this community -- made up 
of those I love and work beside -- were to be 
destroyed, I would want to be destroyed with 
it. And if I were not, I would feel that I had 
betrayed those who have shared, do sl:ire, 
will share, everything with me. 

The difference is, however, that us 
commies wnt everyone to have a community, 
and sve ours as a means to that end. See ours 
us unsafe, unsound, and in a way impossible, 
while we are alienat2d and living under capi- 
talism, the rule of property and the few w*o 
own it. This is another long dialogue Rick 
and I have had from time to time. He thinks 
it's possible to drop out, build your own 
Society, always involving others, but seper- 
ating yourself from capitalism, materialism 
and egoism. Bultshit. But I cant expl.in to 
him yet why this seems to clearly be im- 
>) st :for me. This utopian comsaunitar- 
ianism. And that's another question I want 
t> ask of Cuba

While cleaning his field 
scalpel, Capt. Merci con- 
tinued, "We rejected Biafra 
and India as areas of operation 
because deficient di2t left the 
prospective organs in poor 
condition. Vietnam was more 

our meet." 

According to Capt. Merci 
the procedure for procuring 
the organs is this. "When we 
run across a KIA (killed in 
action), or a soldier who in 
our judgment has less thana 
50-50 chance of living, we 
call HQ to find out what organs 

~.are-on the strategic need list. 
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Then we perform surgery. 
Fortunately, our expenses are 
low since we don't need any of 
the normal operating room 
facilities -- blood, anesthesia, 


sterile compresses, you know, 


the whole works. Next, we 
radio in the med copter, chill 
the 'piece' as we call it, and 
jet the thing back to the States 
in just under eight hours. And 
presto, we've saved a life." 
AMA spokesman in Wash- 
ington, D.C. are already ex- 
panding the concept of Opera- 
tion Salvage. 'Just recently 
we acquired three mother 
bodies into which we can trans- 
plant any spare organs sent 
from salvage team one", said 
Dr. Bleau Kross, Chief of the 
AMA Bureau at Walter Reed 
Hospital. ''The mother bodies' 
brains have been destroyed 
either through stroke or acci- 
dent, the nerve centers have | 
been pithed, and for all prac- 
tical purposes the bodies would 
be dead if it weren't for our 
maintenance. But, as they 
are, the mother bodies provide 
excellent growth mediums." 

So far, Operation Salvage 
has provided more organs than 
thefe has been a need for, and 
as Dr. Kross explains, "Our 
big problem is the doubling up. 
In some bodies we have six or 
seven lungs more than 290 feet 
of intestine, extra spleens, 
everything that you can think 
of. But, we hope to solve that

PUEBLA, MEXICO -- 
Striking students and faculty of 
the dental, medical and chem- 
istry schools of the Autonomous 
University of Puebla were sur- 
rounded by soldiers and police, 
completely paralyzing all acti- 
vities at the University. The 
students are demanding the 
release of fellow students 
arrested in Mexico City during 
recent anti-government marches 


WEST PALM BEACH, 
FLA. -- Four members of the 
Florida Free Press staff were 
busted last month for posses- 
sion of grass and obscene 
material (the Freep), They 
spent 3 1/2 days in jail until 
eventually released on $2, 000 
bail each. The obscenity, 
based on the objections of the 
deputy sheriff's wife, was a 
cartoon strip that said "fucking 
family". After an extensive 
search one alleged marijuana 
seed was produced. A squad 
of 15 cops, some with riot 
guns, made the bust, much of 
which was televised for those 
type people. The Freep had 
been recently revived after 
the staff gave up because of 
similar repression last spring.

CALCUTTA, INDIA -- 
Students took to the streets 
for two consecutive days 
during the visit of Robert 
McNamara, Nov. 20 and 21. 
McNamara is now head of the 
American operated World Bank 
for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment, an institution created by 
the U.S. to counter popular 
liberation movements with 
financial pacification programs.

The strike by Mexican- 
American grape pickers is now 
thirty-nine months in progress, 
while the Washington boycott of 
California grapes is but four months 
old. Despite the tentative successes 
of both efforts, the frustrations and 
failures of the movement have 
eclipsed its limited progress. The 
Johnson Administration's lack of 
support for the Mexican- American 
farm workers' demands for decent 
wages and the right of collective 
bargaining has been more than 
equaled by the city liberals' apathe- 
tic response to the boycott. 


The strike and boycott did 
receive verbal endorsement from 
many among the Liberal Establish- 
ment, both nationally and locally. 
National leaders, Walter Reuther 
and Hubert Humphrey, as well as 
William Faunteroy and Channing 
Phillips have expressed support 
for the Mexican-Americans, but 
have failed to manifest their words 
in actions. The Johnson-Humphrey 
Administration has likewise failed 
to tmplement existing laws which 
could provide decent wages and 
working conditions, as well as the 
right of collective bargaining, for 
the striking Mexican-Americans. 
Federal authorities have approved, 
by their silence, such illegal pro- 
cedures as the importation of 
strike breakers and the alteration 
of labeling, by California grape 
growers seeking to circumvent the 
boycott. The unions, except in 
New York and Boston, have not 
been receptive to proposed slow- 
down of deliveries to food distri- 
butors who stock grapes. The 
consequence of,this flurry of 
rhetoric and inaction has been to 
shackle the Mexican-Americans to 
their poverty, to the extent of 
denying them legal avenues of 
reprisal enjoyed by right of 
citizenship.

Vazquez next approached 
Commissioner Washington's office. 
If Washington has spoken in behalf 
of the strike and boycott, no one 
knows anything about it. But it 
would be fantasy to expect Wash- 
ington, so alluringly close to the 
seat of power, yet having so very 
little, would violate the rules of 
the game and speak in support of 
those with no power. Even such 
well-known black liberals as 
Channing Phillips and Walter 
Faunteroy could offer only vague 
promises of assistance. To this 
day, no concrete support has been 
forthcoming. 


Vazquez' exercise in the 
futility of working within the cor- 
ridors of power politics reveals 
something of the direction which 
both Washington and America have 
chosen. They have surrendered 
the controls to péople who, despite 
their political labels, share a com- 
mon consciousness and a consensus 
upon priorities. The game has its 
own logic and rules, termed legi- 
timate, because they are the choice 
of those who have a stake in the 
game. The currency of the game 
is power; its logic allows only cer- 
tain types of power to be used, 
Thus, before one can participate 
in the game, one must have the 
credentials of political, social 
or economic power as currency. 
The Mexican-Americans may have 
the illusion of power, but the proof 
of their impotence lies in the lack 
of response from the local power 
brokers. When the illusions are 
stripped away, and the strikers 
come to know how naked and 
unwashed they stand before the 
thrones of the Establishment, the 
only recourse is to swell the ranks-~ 
of those whose weapons are 
violence and disruption. Harken,
